QUOTE: Q. IS THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT RE-EVALUATING 
ITS POLICY TOWARD THE PALESTINIANS IN LIGHT OP THE RABAT 
DECISION - THE PLO, EXCUSE ME? 

A. I'M SORRY I WON'T HAVE ANYTHING MORE TO SAY ON THAT 
SUBJECT THAN WAS SAID AT THE WHITE HOUSE YESTERDAY HERE AND 
ALSO BY THE SECRETARY IN DACCA. 

Q. IS THE STATE DEPARTMENT GOING TO SEND ITS REPRESENTA- 
TIVE TO A PEDERAL COURT TOMORROW IN NEW YORK ON THE PALES- 
TINIAN CASE? 

A. I JUST SAW A TICKER BEPORE I CAME OUT HERE. I DIDN'T 
HAVE AN OPPORTUNITY TO CONSULT WITH LEGAL COUNSEL. BUT A 
SHOW-CAUSE ORDER, AS I UNDERSTAND IT PROM THE REPORT, WOULD 
HAVE TO BE EXAMINED BY THE LEGAL DIVISION, AND WE WOULD 
RESPOND APPROPRIATELY TO THE COURT AT SOME POINT. 

Q. I SEE. WHO USUALLY REPRESENTS THE DEPARTMENT IN THESE 
CASES IN THE COURT? 

A. THE OPPICE OP THE LEGAL ADVISER WILL HANDLE IT HERE. 

I CAN'T SAY WHO WILL GO TO COURT. IT MAY BE SOMEONE FROM 
JUSTICE. 
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Q. DID THE PALESTINIANS REQUEST VISAS TO ENTER THE UNITED 
STATES FOR THE UN DEBATE? 

A. I DON'T HAVE ANYTHING REALLY NEW ON THAT. WE POSTED 
ABOUT TEN DAYS AGO - ABOUT A WEEK AGO - A LIST OF FOUR 
OR FIVE NAMES OF PEOPLE WHO REQUESTED VISAS, AND I JUST 
CAN CALL IT TO MIND, BUT IT WAS ON THE BOARD. 
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Q. HAVE THEY BEEN GRANTED VISAS? 

A. TO MY KNOWLEDGE, NOT YET, NO. 

Q. WHERE WAS THE REQUEST MADE, IN BEIRUT? 

A. NO, THEY ARE MADE TO THE UN SECRETARIAT. 

Q. ANY ADDITIONAL REQUESTS FOR VISAS, LIKE FROM YASSIR 
ARAFAT? 

A. I DIDN'T RAISE THAT QUESTION SPECIFICALLY THIS MORNING, 

BUT AS OF YESTERDAY WE HAD NOTHING, NO. 

Q. A VERY GENERAL QUESTION. DO YOU KNOW WHETHER THE 
HEADQUARTERS AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE UNITED NATIONS IN NEW 
YORK PROVIDING FOR FREE ACCESS O- DIPLOMATS THERE, WHETHER 
THEY COME FROM COUNTRIES WE RECOGNIZE OR NOT, CONTAINS ANY 
QUALIFICATIONS WITH REGARD TO PEOPLE WHO MAY BE GUILTY OF 
CRIMINAL ACTS OR ACTS REGARDED AS CRIMINAL BY THE UNITED 
STATES? 

A. OFFHAND, I DON'T KNOW. I DON'T KNOW THE TERMS OF THAT 
HEADQUARTERS AGREEMENT IN THAT KIND OF DETAIL. 

Q. WILL YOU CHECK? 

A. I'LL LOOK INTO IT, YES. 

Q. IT WOULD HAVE TO BE FINELY DRAWN BECAUSE I IMAGINE 
THERE ARE A BUNCH OF CROOKS UP THERE THAT ARE NOT PARTI- 
CULARLY NOTORIOUS. END QUOTE. INGERSOLL 
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
